ARV'INS life has been an adventurous one ever 
.since that first blistering hoi day nn a Western 
plain. Mis earliest recollection is that of his fear 
ot Indiana. Me recalls many a day when his father was 
away from the prainc home, that his mulher, sighting 
riders on the horizon, hurried into their home with her 
brood, readied the guns ami barred the door until sure 
the visiUirs were Irielids. 

John was early broken to the satldic like all other 
youngsters of the pioneer West, and by the time he was ten 
years old was an accomplished "broncho buster. " tie still 
has his old ouHii. chaps, sombrero, bcxjis and afi — in fact 
It was in these togs that he firit landed in New Vork. as 
a nuilr nur->c. 

Picking cotton offered the means to his first job. 
ihis at the age of fourteen. When he gtit his first 
pay Johnny drew up the cinchc?, on his pinto 
pony and galloped away over the plains to ^jS" 
town. 1 lis initial purchase was the lirst 
pair of shoes that he had ever owned, 
'i'hey were not particularly beau- 
tiful, Johnny says, viewed in 




the light of later experience, but ihey wre scrviceabte and 
to him then possessed all the style and beauty of the gem- 
studded slippers of some elfin princess. 

Don't get the idea that up to this point Johnny had 
gone barefoot. Not on those arid -western prairies! Hit 
footgear hitherto had been roueh pliiinsnutn's boots. 

y-v^ OR W.AS this first pay. although the first money 
t I [ received for ser\ ices rerxlertd, the first money that 
he h.id acquired. Not so! Once, he recalls, he 
made off with a number of his moiber's chickens and sold 
Ihem. But, conscience stricken when the deed was done, 
he galloped off to town and purchased his mother a dress 
with it. 

It was about this lime that the family gave up the 
rural life for urban comforts, comparative ones that is, of 
Butler, Montana. And it was shortly afterwards that his 
narrow horizon began lo irk the Jad and, opportunity 
offering, he ran away with a circus. 

That all sounds romantic enough, and conjures up 
fleeting vision of .-icrialists, acrobats, lion tamers and 
clowns. But Marvin wasn t even a clown— he drove tent 
stakes. 

This did not seem lo be noticeably broadening the 
Marvin horizon, and the work itself was a killing task, so 
Johnny beat his way back lo ISiiiler. and in some inaiiner 
or aiioilier, after milking up with folks, became a barber. 
I he cx.ict processes by which this was accomplished are 
not clear today, e*en to M.ir\in. .nlthough he is prone to 
explain that customers out in the taw West of those days 
were not oserparticular just as hmg as the hair came off. 
" f onsorial artists" had not even been heard of and, if one 
^hr>^ved up in Duller, he would in all probability have been 
ridden oul of town on a rait. 

Clipping cowboy curls, h<t»cvcr. still failed to e.vpand 
that horizon for Johnny— it wa> still pretty tight about 
his forehead. But barK'ring h;i<l il; (H'ints. ami .Marvin 
figured that in other IteUls it wituld not be so bad. Tender- 
Irel ci'tiiiiig out to the plains lold tales of 
ilif I.:m'!i tips to be had in New York. 

I hen followed the short period of 
mule nursing and Johnny found himself 
in New >'ork. Whether he talked himself 
into the job, of whether a stilt lingering 
odeiir of tau dt coh'sne convinced the 
boss barber of tvis authenticity is not 
known, but Johnny got himself a job 
cutting New Workers' hair, 

Mar\ ill's background was conducive 
to economical tendencies — he had learned 
well the \.i!ue of money— and, as the 
many means of sjieniling it in New Vork did not 
hold particular appeal to the young man from the 
^ West, at the end of a year ht had more than 
sewed away insjilc his \esl. That was enough for 
Johnny, according to his figures, lo set himself up in the 
barbering bu.siness back home, .is he set the cost of trans- 
portation at a very low figure. He had had all he wanted 
of New Vork at the time, and had decided that, after all. 
perhaps his style of lonsoiial trim was better suited lo 
the wide open spaces of the West 

So back he went. \\a one frieght train to another, 
finally reaching Butler and buying his own shop. L«7tg 
years before, Johnny h.id ilont occasional liddling at 
country dances with his lather, and now. having acquired 
a guitar in lieu of cash payment lor a bill, set himself to 
master this instrument. 

"i ■] E DID so wvll that, when a vaudeville troupe of 
f\ — f 1 lavvaiians plj> ing Butler, lost one of their number 
L L by death, the manyget prevailed on our young man 
parts to pinch hit. So Johnny stained his hair black 
.iiid skin (where it sho^\edl htown and went on the road, 
leaving the barber shop to his younger brother, lie stayed 
with the trou|>e for several years. 

Oh yes, and while he was atlministering to the hirsute 
heads" and faces of the sons ol Bntler, and with remarkable 
success mainly due to the tact that the blistering summers 
:ind icy winters had made these lads femnrkably tough, 
lodnny also had brcomt- a piiHisher. He was the entire 
laff of the Bullcr Weekly I lei,dd, rtportorial. editorial 
and business, and turned Ihc sheet oul on a Hat bed press 
in the back room of his shop. 

But to get back to vaudeville : after ht left the Poly- 
■ isians hehiiul, iMjr\in took unto himself a vaudeville 
irtncr and did well. Mis bii; break came, however, when 
iohn Itoyal. now vice presiifvnl of the National Broad- 
.isting Company in chaige <.f programs, but then the 
■.anaging director of tlit Palace 'J'htater in Cleveland, 
(loked Mar\in into that h<'U«r. 

Johnny went over on the big time, hut soon bagged a 
featured role in ''Honeymoon l.aiit " with Pddie Dowling. 
Other theatrical eng^igenienls lollowed and then he entered 
that field in which he has had his greatest succes.ses — 
phonograph recording. 

Marvin's records were for years consistent sellers. 
Some of his discs have «j|d as high a? 7W).tX)0, and in 1927 
and 1928 earned nearly ?4h,lMii( lor him on twenty-six 
numbers. 1 rom records the natural next step was to radio 
and he was first heard on the ait over NBC networks, 
nearly fi\e year^ ago on the lU>\-Vtctor program of tlJOse 
days. He's an iiittrnati<»nal vaudeville headlincr, and by 
the way. he met Mrs. Marvin Uidna May) in vaudeville.

Grace Moore. She stood before rtic microphone with her 
hands clasped and her eyes lull closed, her mouth moving 
—and not a sound. Not a sound, that is, that I could 
hear. Nor, as far as tli>: slurl -sleeved orchestra seemed to 
indicate, that anybody could hear. 

That, Grace Moore bter explained, ts the fascination 
about radio. She has sung in opera, played legitimate parts 
on the singe, toured ut vjudLnille and, as she says, done 
everything but travel H-idi the circus— but radio is her 
latest and enduring passior. It demands so much imagin- 
ation on the part of the adist. 

"U'licn you sing iK-fore an audience." she says, "you 
pick out one person to smg to. But when you sing for the 
radio, you try to make j picture of ca^h song. Vou try 



O. \KTTlt time on my hands and Grace Moore on 
my mind, I glanced over her autobioftraphy. It 
was one of those catcchismic alTairs, and when I 
li.ul done with it, 1 wondered what there was to ask Grace 
Mi>ore. All the answers were in the hook — in her own 
inimitable manner, as the saying for some reason goes. 

She com'essed. m the first place, thai she was Grace 
Moore and, in private life, Graccllenore dc Parera, daugh- 
ter of C".ol. R. L. Moore, banker and merchant of renncssee, 
and wile, since July 15. lf)JI, ol Valentin Parera of Madrid, 
Spain, whom she met on the lie de Trance en route to Paris. 

She conlcsscd. in the second place, that she was born 
r>ecendwr 5, 1903, and then took it back— which was the 
)ir-.i iiidicuiion lhal our interview was going lo lurn out 
m 3pocr>phal one — or so it .seems lo me, Nobody in her 
l.iiiiilv. she wrote, was of any proininen'-e in any particular 
lleld. hut early in life she gave promise of her later tr.m- 
itcndent talent, by winning third prize for singing and 
lirst prize for chocolate cake in a county contest. 

Books were the chief inrtunke in her early life, par- 
ticulariy the Bible and 
Walter Pater's Renais- 
sance, G.itigiirs paintings 
and. in her own hand- 
writing, "the relation- 
ship -J painting to mus- 
ical interpretation, color 
line and lorm." 

Now, parents in 
Tennessee socra to share 
a common short-sighted- 
ness with p.irents cvery- 
whcrc— they can never 
recogniiM> incipient geni- 
us. Grace MiKtre's par- 
ents were no exception. 
They ob ice led to her 
taking up music and the 
stage as a profession— 
but she did it just the 
iLiiiic. l inally, "ihc war, 
the broadening of stand- 
ards and the new liberty" 
convinced her family 
"that the stage was not 
Ihe road to perdition and 
that nice girls could 
have careers and still be 
nice girls." 

'I here was one nota- 
tion in Girace Moore's 
little book ihflt arrcst&l 
me. She adnulted to 
preferring Knmain Rol- 
Idnd's "Jean Oiristoplie" 
to any other literature.

she got the job of ingenue in the company by pretending 
to long experience in California— as long, that is, as a 
girl 17 could boast. She knew nothing about makeup and 
b<ibhcd in and out of dressing rooms on the night of the 
opening to sec how this one and (hat one was lising Iwr 
eyes or her hair or her mouih and so on. For some reason 
(here had been no dress rchcirsal. 

Half .m hour before curtain time, she strolled on the 
stage with "tremendous long eyelashes, a little hat with 
ail enormous high feather, a coat decked with diamonds 
and the highest heels in the world." 

They tcKik her away and undressed her, and it was 
nine o'clock l>efore she could be put into shape as a 
lourtccn-year-old so that the show could go on. 

She w.^s an immediate hit. nonetheless, and has been 
a hit ever since, whether singing with the Metropolitan 
Opera in New York, the Opera Comique in Paris or in 
motion pictures or on the radio. And it is, she contends, a 
frightful handicap. 

"It has been my greatest misfortune," Grace Moore 
complains, "lo have been a star from Ihe start of my 
career. It has meant having to work ever so hard to keep up 
my reputation at each appearance. I must keep on my toes. 
I would wish nobody 
such an e.x|>erience,"

Bui pretiy Joan Kay has one thing on the majprity 
€»J feminine radio ^taf5. Whereas they are of the pratiical- 
ly unnnimou^ opinion that a chukkcr is the man in a 
baseball game who throws the balls at the batters, she is 
pi-rfcclly well aware that a chukker is a period in a polo 
game. 

'Fhat may be one of the reasons why the 124th Field 
Artillery polo team iriilailed her as its official mascot 
Just one of the re;tsons. I wo dozen other reasons may be 
found in the piiolDRraph accompanying this article, show- 
ing Joan in her polo cosume. It speaks very highly for 
the skill of the 124th Artillery team that they have not 
lost a game since she became mascot.

Hut ilur has nothing to do with radio, except, of 
cciursr. that Miss Kay is a radio star. 

Indeed, Miss Kay is a veteran radio star, and if you 
are unable to comprehend how anyone can be a veteran 
an)'lhine at the age of twenty, you must remember that 
hi-i ra<lio career started when she was twelve. And that 
even then, she wa^ hy ihe way of being an old trouper, 
for her real theatrical career liegan when she was only 
nine. 1 hat is why, when she made her first broadcast at 
the age of Iwehe. the microphone held no more terrors 
for her than a stick of candy has for the average child. 

Since that (irsi radio appearance in 1924, at the old 
station U'liBlt in the Lilgcwalcr Beach Hotel in Chicago, 
Joan Kay has been on the air almost constantly. She is 
now a featured ingenue o( the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany's staff in Giicagc). She is heard on varied programs, 
but appears most fri'ijiicnily with l>r. Herman N. Bunde- 
3cn on the Adventures in Health broadcast and with the

Lleven years 
ago, and to a girl of twenty, 
cluven years ago is a long, 
long while. Joan Kay made 
Iter first dramatic appearance, 
her professional dtbut being, 
oddly enough, in grand opera.

Civic Opera. 

At that tiiro:. she was 
studving-dancing at the Pav- 
Icy-Oukrainsky Ballet School, 
and was busily acquiring the 
fundamentals of dramatic art 
under the tutelage of William 
Owen, a veteran of the thea- 
ter.

Women envy Joan be- 
cause she never needs to wor-

cats what she pleases, and 
hasn't any particularly favor- 
ite dish. And she likes to eat, too. because she's so devoted 
to spoils that she louatly finds herself around dinner time 
with one of thiw ap|>clites that come only after a day 
in Ihe wide open spaces.

However, she has h«Tn signed to make colored travel- 
ogtic talkies for the liock Island railroad in bcaiiliful Estes 
Park, in Colorado, and the picture is to be one of the rail- 
rojii s feature exhibitions in the llollywood concession at 
the Chicago Century of Progress Exposition. It is quite 
jiossiblc ilut Joan and the rest of the cast will make movies 
at tlic World's Fair willi spectators watching how the job 
is done. And there is no telling where that might lead 

Joan »ill tell you that it seems to her as if she has 
bt«n an aciress all her life. She was born at Flint. Michi- 
gan, but at the age of three he' parents brought her to 
Chicago, where she has lived ever since. When she was 
only five, litlle Joan had a miniature theater in her home, 
with a real st.ige. draw curtainv props, and even tiny chairs 
fur a tiny audience. She is one of those persons who was 
born to the stage, 

n lOWnVnU. in those early plays in which she ap- 
r I I peared. )ou will not find the name "Joan Kay" 
on the programs. Her real name is Phyllis Stcplcr, 
she and her mother decided that inasmuch as one day her 
name would surely appear in lights. Phyllis Steplei was 
too long. So they rhosc the more euphonious Joan Kay, 
the Joan because Joan (ot Phyllis) alw.-iys has been an 
.idmircr of Joan of Arc, and the Kay because she thought 
Kay would go nicely with Joan. 

Joan had her first "road" experience in 1925. when 
after a series of dramatic recitals in the Central Theater 
in Chic-vgo. she toured wilh a c<mipaiiy that stopixd off 
at some towns you have never heard of. 

The tour extended to the Pacittc Northwest, where 
Joan did some brtiadcasdng from KGW in Ponlaiid. Ore, 
KJR in Seattle. KI PY in Spokane, and WCCO in Minne- 
apolis. 

Joan's most enjoyable season, however, was in 193!. 
She began the scast^n wilh a dramatic slock company in 
Evansville, Ind.. and when that engagement closed, she 
timk an orchestra on lour, billed as "Joan Kay and Her 
Boys." She led the l^iid. and acird as soloist. 

"It was great sport bossing the ten boys in Ihe out- 
fit," she says, "but we nevft had a iiuarrel. I always did get 
along well with boys, so much so that even when I was 
a very little girl, 1 was rated as a tomboy. The reason was 
that there weren't any little girls in our neighborhood, so 
1 had lo play with the boys or not play at all." 

And an>one who knows J<>;in Kay knows that she 
would never submit lo a comh'tion lhat might result ju 
her not playing at all— even now, when she's praclically 
grown up. 

Vou would think that a girl such as I h.ive pictured 
Joan Kay wouki txlu-vc that a pan was an unkind rriti* 
cism by a riramalic crilic, and lhat a pot was a thing they 
use lo hold palms in a hold. But Joan is more versatile 
than lhat. 

.She can do a lot of vciy clever things in a kitchen, 
and her repertory there runs from a full course dutner 
to chocolate fudge lhat uukHI sell as high as a dime a 
bar if they'd exploit it. While touring Indiana, she picked 
up the art of quilting, and already she has made three 
large quills that you couldn't duplicate in a store at under 
a hundred and fifly dollars each. 

"And I haven't thought of marr>ing, either." she ad- 
mitSL "I make qudls because somehow it's restful alter 
hours of dancing and pbying the piano." 

But of course, just becau.se Joan hasn't thought of 
m.irrying anyone, thai doesn't mean that no one has 
thought of marrying Joan. But [>eThnps there is no neal 
to go into that just now.

tn one of the Columbia studios. Freitdie showed us 
how II ttas done, lie seated liiniself at a hixiirious Stein- 
way, and with his nimWe fingers runninfi the gamut of 
the keyboard, he depicted the motion-picture industry's 
early edorts. 

"And Ju-re is where the villain sneaks in," Freddie 
r.iml)led on. synchronizing the music to his words, "lie 
seizfi little Nelhe in liis cfud clutches— she screams for 
help. In rushes the hnndsfunc hero (iiMialiy 1-rancis X. 
Bushman) and a struggle between the moustached tiend 
and the rescuer ensues." 

Here, l-reddic depicted musically a rough-and-tumble 
battle — one that seemed as desperate as any (ought in iSK 
actual movie. 

"Then." Freddie continued, "the fight won, the hero 
•rauld lake the long-curled heroine into his manly arms — 
and I would play 'Oh I'rumise Me ' Of course, 'Hearts and 
Flowers' and tlte 'Kustlc of Spring' would predominate ia 
ino>t of the pictures," 

Freddie exclaimed how this work, which, at ihc time 
was an arduous grind for a fourteen-year-old kid, proved 
to Ik a stepping stone for his radio career. 

"Vou see. I had to make up music as I went along — 
and believe nve. there were plenty of quick changes from 
one number to another. I had to be on my toes— or rather, 
oil the end of the bench all the time, for it would 
not Ite so gofKl to continue on with 'For He's 
a Jolly CcKxl Fellow' while the sheriiT was fore- 
cliiimg the old couple's mortgage. And a lot of 
times it was necessary to com(Hi« tny own music 
to fit the action on the screen. 

"Itadio is ihc same way. You have to be * 
quick ch.iiige artist, too. But of course, it's in a 
much bigger way. tn a lew seconds a program 
h<ii to be changed around on the air. It may 
have to be stretched out without its being obvi- 
ous to the listeners. Or, as is more often the 
case, the radio show has to be cut because o( 
shorLigc of time — it's split-second work some- 
times. And to work with singers, one has to 
watch them and the orchestra at the same tinte." 

/-A ND Freddie does. Without benefit of ba- 
y , V ton— but with his fists and fingers, his 
' 1 puckered lips, and his left foot marking 
time like a metronome, he leads his orchestras 
With sometimes as many as fifteen programs 1 
week— several years ago, he did as high as thir- 
ty — the bespectacled maestro is always dashing 
from one studio to another. When not engaged 
in the studio.s, he can be found in his oliice oa 
the nineteenth fltior, going over orchestrations, 
arranging the programs with the other artists, 
and talking '<> up-and-eomtng young American 
composers. 

About the young American composers, FiwJ- 
die Kich has done more to advance the cause 
of our "musical miidems" than any other one 
orchestra leader. For five years on the radio, 
he has been presenting not only his own syjit- 
phonic ja/./. works, hut the compasitions of such 
compo.sers as Lou Alter. Kuhc llt<x»m. John W. 
Oeeii and others, lie was the first to fc.iture 
Ferdc Grofc's "Mardi Cras" on radio programs, 
Ricii believes in the future of American music. 
Me tells us; 

" I here arc many young and talented mn- 
siciaiis around whose works deserve attention, 
is a definite place tn the musical world for this type 
of modern composition — not« that depict phases of pres- 
ent day life and tempos that arc paced with modem liv- 
ing. Ferde Crofe's 'Tabloid'— his 'Grand Canyon,' and 
Johnny Green's 'Concerto.' all are typical of this type of 
music. This country, which lacks the splendid classical 
music background of older nations, can set itself in a 
definite niche with the creattoo of music by those just 
striving for the chance to display their wares." 

We asked Freddie what he meant by "the chance,' 
Didn't those Alters, Gershwins, Blooms and Grofes have iti* 

"Yes," I rcddic replied, "but they arc only a few of 
many A young and talented fellow lias expcnics. lie must 
eat (and with a chuckle) even though he is an artist. 
Therefore, supposing he has some income— and creates a 
work. There is no money in it for him. There is little 
glory. For he must ha^-e a ntcdium to exploit his product, 
and that's tough."

Fie explained how tough it was. 

" l ake my case, for example. More than eighteen 
months ago. I finished a modern symphony, called 'Pent- 
house.' A( that time. I had hopes of getting it on the air 
right away. But first one thing and another interfered. 
Then, the Philharmonic orchestra was to play it at the 
Stadium Concerts la-tt summer, but this was prevented by 
their shortened schedule. Finally, t conducted it myself 
with the Oilumbians Orchestra on ilie radio last summer. 
In the meantime, 1 had moved from my penthouse — which 
is a bit ironic. But what I'm trying to bring out is that 
if I— who am on the radio everyday and have wide con- 
tacts in musical circles — had all that trouble to arrange 
its rendition, pity the poor unknown composer with no 
connections. Bevides, copying of the score alone cost f7J0.*

But such brainchildren as this ar^ 
not f-reddie's only compositions. H« 
is remembered as the composer of that 
silly but popular ditty, "I'm Just Wil4 
About Animal Crackers," and in a de- 
scriptive vein, the melodious "On th« 
Riviera." lie is one of the few orchestra 
pilots who actually does his own arrang- 
ing, 

Freddie Rich — now a member of 
scveni ultra-smart country clubs — comes from New 
York's Fast Side, .ind frankly admits it. His experience! 
recall iho'te of the hfty in the novel, "Haunch, Pauncb 
and Jowl." He fraternized with |>eJdlrrs. policeinea 
and street musicians; felt the raw edges of poverty, and 
battled with gangs. 

The tenement house in which the flich family eit- 
istcd— the parents and thirteen children— was on Eighth 
Street, a section inle.sted with the city's worst hoodlum* 
headed by Lefly Louie and Gyp the lllood. 

"We had g.ing b.ittk-.'i .ilmost every night," he re. 
called. "After scIkmiI cacli day. we'd sprnd the rest of 
the ifterno(jn collecting .-ill Kirts of ammunition— bricks, 
bottles, rocks and other debris. Then we'd rush through 
our scanty supper so as to Iw on hand early for the fray. 
We'd scrap until the ammunition of one side would givs 
out— and the war wai over when that side made a hasty, 
retreat." 

He showed us scars about his he.id— mementoes of 
those fights. 



IS musical lessons began when he was six Mis father 
was a musician and all the boys later found their 
careers in music. Two arc with the New Yoric 
Philharmonic. But none of the six daughters learned to 
play an instrument. 

After two months of practice, Freddie declared to his 
father that he now knew everything about the piano and 
didn't require any more Ictsons or practice. After he re- 
covered from the paddling, he found his parent had 
locked the piano. '1 his punishment was too much, 
and alter his fervent pleadings with his father, the 
piano was unlocked and practice resumed. 

Mis first professional job was at the niclcclo- 
deon— the pay was |ll weekly of which all but fifty 
cents went to the family's meagre coffers, Tlis 
pi .ICC was owned by a young man named Wiltiam 
l-'ox. 

Rich came to Columbia five years ago. Ma 
has conducted all sorts of programs and ail sorts 
of piece.'t— that i.s, except "The Rosary" and 
"Goodbye Forever." lie's superstitious about these 
two numbers, and won't even listen to them — let 
alone conduct.

Largely because of that, you'll find lhar 
many of the microphone folk take very readily 
to night life. Nighlnrlubbing and following the 
bright hghis arountJ fall naturally into the 
pattern of things. Then too, it's very often 
good business for a radio star to be seen around 
a lot. And many of the broadcasters come from 
stage and night-club circles, in which sunlight 
hours arc very often regarded as the proper 
lime for sleep. 

Any time you drop into a popular Broad- 
way haunt for victuals, dancing, or cisiurtaiii- 
ment, you're likely to find a few of your micro- 
phone favorites among the merrymakers. If 11 
happens to be a "celebrity night." you'll find 
them there in droves, taking spotlight bows or 
parading to the floor "mike" for a turn, 
at the behest of an exuberant mastcr-uf- 
ceremonies. 

You'll seldom find Ann Leaf in such sur- 
roundings. 1'he bright lights have little lure 
for the petite radio organist, who takes her work as seri- 
ously as any performer I know. She keeps the same sort of 
hours she would if she were a secretary or a salesgirl, and 
works as hard. Not that she dislikes d.incing or going out 
But she does so on a more normal scale than many of her 
fellows, and she shuns the brilliant, noisy, crowded places 
in favor of cjuicter and less frequented spots, except when 
friends or relatives from out of town insi.st upon being 
shown around. Above all. she shuns "celebrity nights." 

But don't get the idea that she's a retiring person. Far 
from that. Ann is as full of life as anyone 1 know, as 
much so even as Tom, the Fun-loving Rover, of juvenile 
(iteratufe. There are but four feet eleven inches of her, 
but she wears a perpetual smile almost as big as she is 
small, and she's the very personification of pep. The 
sparkling brown eyes and the grin that's almost mischie- 
vous arc as much characteristic of her personality as lilt- 
ing meloily and deftness of touch are characteristic of her 
crgan-pKiying. 

Ann is primarily an outdoor girl and, when she has 
jparc linic, she likes to sywnd it in outdoor sports. Several

times a week, she plays tennis with friends in Central 
Park, and she plays golf whenever she can get to the 
country for a week-end. 'that's seldom right now. for 
she has programs to hro.idcH.-.t on both Salurd;iy and 
Sunday evenings. For golf, by the way. she h.is spiviid 
clubs, as an ordinary golf club in such a tiny person's 
hands would be awkward indeed. The New York apart- 
ment house where she lives has both a gymnasium and a 
svt-imming pool, so a workout and a dip are regular parts 
of her daily routine. 

She learned to swim only last year, but now she's 
crazy about it. There was one narrow escapw when she 
almost drowned one week-end last summer at a New 
Jersey lake.

1 lis body is small, 
compact and gives the impre.viion 
of wiry strength. When he walks, 
he strides. He seldom sits still, 
but paces up and down, throwing back sentences 
over his shoulder. 

Goldman has \w. idiosyncrasies, and admits 
tbem, lie doesn't like to see women smoke, but 
knows of no moral or ethical reason why they 
shouldn't. I !c refuses to play bridge and isn't 
interested in card games of any kind. 

lie dislikes hats and only wears one because 
he doesn't like to be can<.picii<ius. Me hasn't time 
for hobbies, but takes l«ng walks whenever 
has n free hour, w hich isn't often. I le's a great hand- 
sliaker and holds impromptu receptions aflcr every con- 
cert or broadcast, claiming to have evolved * tcchnitjue 
that avoids wear and tear on his flngers.

t — ^ Ol'lSVILLC. Kentucky, was the scene of Goldman's 
\ birth, on January I, 1878. His musical ambitions 
began even before he can remember, and despite 
parental ridicule and open disapproval he was able to toot 
a cornet with some degree of skill before his ninth birth' 
day. Alwut this time the family moved to New York— a 
proceeding highly approved by tlie neighbors of the young 
cornel i St. according to Goldman. 

I he boy continued his struggles with the brass with 
such success that he was a recognized professional by the 
time he was fifteen. Soon after his scventcenih anniversary 
he was playing in the orchestra and was solo trumpeter 
at the Metropolitan Opera Mouse— the youngest musician 
to have achieved such an honor up to that time. 

Goldman trekked West, not in response to F.diior 
Greeley's advice, but because (he Meliopoliian orchestra 
wcftt on tour. He w.is in San Piancisco on the fiitcful day 
when earthquake ,md fire swept that city, and although 
he escaped injury, the experience left memories that are 
unforgetahlc. 

Tor a number of years the rising young cornetist played 
with symphony orchestras in the winters and with bands 
in the summers. The sharp contra-.t between the mctho<is 
of the (wo diflercnt musical groups gave him an idea. 
Volume rather than quality seemed to be the main idea 
back of band tiiu.vic in those days, and Goldman's syiti- 
phoiiic training made the result little sliort of awful to 
his critical ear. So the young musician proceeded to or- 
ganize hi? own Kind, and conducted it w ith I he technique 
he had learned in symphonic playing. Band men held up 
their hands in horror at ihis radical move, but he went 
quietly ahead with his plan, made his own arrangements 
of marches and added numerous selections from hrs ov^-n 
musical pen to the library of band music. People laughed 
and spoke of "Goldman's kiadergatlcn " 

In 1918 on the green of Columbia Ltnivcrsity the radi- 
cal bandmaster showed what he had done. His organisation 
Ultmediatdy was termed "a symphony tti brass." and the 



result was that hii concerts attracted audiences of 
many thousands at every summer concert. Mis reputa- 
tion and his place in the world of music were 
achieved. 

Ivdwin Tranko Goldman's career in radio began with 
broadcasting itself. He made his air debut from Station 
WJZ in iWI when that famous transmitter was located 
in a small room in a factory in Newark. N. J. Since that 
time he has been continuously associated with radio and 
has been heard around the world. Some of the most en- 
thusiastic fan letters have come to him from radio listeners 
in Central America countries where band music is con- 
sidered one of the highest forms of musical expression. Mis 
broadcasts from the bandstand in Ouitral Park. New York, 
have been an out>landing feature for several years in the 
summer music heard over National Broadcasting Company 
networks. 

The dynamic conductor, imlikc many other mtisktans, 
dwsn't believe (hat a composer — or even a hand leader — 
is the best judge of what the public wants in the way of 
music. He cites his now nationally famous march, "On 
the Mall," as a giwd example of "you never can telL' 



ttm« I motioned to him to keep 
the sign ou t of sight, and I brought 
in the march as an encore, 

"All the musicians were laugh- 
ing inwardly even though thej; 
had to use their mouths for toot- 
ing, as they played 'On the Mall,' 
for I was directing with one hand 
and the other hand held my nan 
to express my disgust with th« 
nurch. As my back was toward 
the audience, they couldn't se* 
the gesture. I almost fell off Itat 
stand when the audience roared 
out at the end of the sclectiofl- ft 
was the greatest reception any, 
piece had had that season. So wb 
played it again, and this tiriK the 
placard was held up! Since th< 
time, 'On the Mall' has been 
played at virtually every concert 
I have given. It is by far the most 
popular composition 1 ever have 
written or directed. And 1 stiU 
liave grave doubts about its musU 
cal merit."

As a matter of fad, claims the champion of bras^ 
it is a symphony choir in every respect but one, and 
and that is that .stringed instruments arc commonly 
iiiit usetl. tloldm.tn him.setf has introduced a group 
of lour bull fiddles and a harp into his ensemble. 
I his theory of a symphonic effect is carried out 
in the Goldman band in the placing of his musicians im 
the studio and on the bandstand. He groups his reeds — 
the saxophones, clarinets and oboes— close in around hina 
and almost under his hands. The brasses— trumpets, trom- 
bones and brass horns — arc further back, away from lite 
director and the microphone. I his grouping is contrsrr 
to the .iccepted practice in bands, which is to have ttu 
reeds at the conductor's right and the brasses at his left, 
but by the new arrangement GoLlnun has the lighter tcmed 
instruments in the place occupied by the violins and violas 
in an orchestra, with the heavy toned pieces back of them, 
corre.sptmding to the positions of the 'cellos and bass violins.
